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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-5, 7 and 9-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Sugimoto ('129) in view of Majima. 

Sugimoto teaches all of the limitations of these claims but does not specifically 
talk about concentrations and rinsing volume flow. Sugimoto includes a variable throttle 
valve (50) (see Claims 1 and 2) and a pressure sensor within the system. It would have 
been obvious to open the inlet valve more for high concentrations in order to properly 
rinse the canister. 

Majima teaches that a variable vapor-concentration rinsing flow can be created 
by using a variable atmospheric inlet flow into the canister. 

It would have been obvious to modify Sugimoto by considering vapor 
concentrations as taught by Majima since the former reference teaches monitoring 
various engine parameters but simply does not mention concentrations. Finally, 
Sugimoto teaches closing the vent value during a trust operation. 

Claims 6 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Sugimoto and Majimo as applied to Claiml above, and further in view of Hyodo. 

Hyodo teaches a check valve (54) used to control flow into a canister. It would 
have been obvious to bias the valve to open with vacuum at the canister outlet and to 
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close the valve using the solenoid, thereby making this type of valve operation obvious 
to use in regulating the flow into Sugimoto. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
